Voters of New Ipswich in School Meeting assembled: 


Permit us to come to you with some account of our 
schools for the past year and our work in connection 
with them. It is very difficult to decide, of the many 
things that might be said, just which you need to know 
and would like to have put on record. 

In organizing at the opening of the school year, 
Dr. Jones was made secretary, Mr. Shattuck treasurer, 
and the. member whose term expires with the year 
chairman. ‘This last office it seems to us ought to be so 
filled regularly, that responsibility and experience might 
not be separated. 

The plan of previous years seemed still the best; 
that is, to establish a school near scattered pupils or 
convey the pupils to some village school, according to 
expense. ‘The result of our investigation was the estab- 
lishment of ten different schools. This seemed at the 
time likely to satisfy more good people than any other 
arrangement, but we are rather doubtful now whether 
it was the best one possible. The schools were too 
small and the number exhausted our funds too rapidly. 
Afterward we reduced the number. 

The work of school officials generally is to furnish 
schools for pupils; our most perplexing task was to get 
the pupils to attend. To aid us in this, as you well 
know, the town at a special meeting passed a stringent

truant act with well defined penalty, and appointed offi- 
cers to enforce it. These officers honestly and kindly 
worked for the good of the children. They have been 
of great service to us. Naturally you would suppose 
their work would be only among the ignorant and the 
foreign element.among us. Strange to say their task 
was much harder with the natives; with those indeed 
who had little excuse for their ignorance and obstinacy. 

From the largest family of scholars in town none 
were sent to school, none permitted to go unless carried 
by force. After this was tried and the trial repeated, 
the children, still staying away, became truants and 
subject to the penalty of the law. Brought before a 
competent magistrate, and being unable to pay the fine, 
three of the children of W. E. Maxwell were sentenced 
to the State Industrial School. Thus these innocent 
children, so tender and so young, were allowed to suffer 
on account of the prejudice and wilfulness of the par- 
ents. All this because the school was not located to 
please them. ‘Truly the old famous town has another 
item in the list of things for which it is remarkable—a 
man who can defy the State, oppose the town, resist the 
law and, outraging reason and affection, permit his child- 
ren to bear the penalty 

In the other case the boy, sonof Mrs. Bancroft, was 
sent out of town rather than be compelled to obey the 
law. Aside from these cases the law has been quite 
readily complied with and has certainly been of 
service. 

Regular attendance is of course a, not to say ¢he, 
prime. requisite of progress in school, yet how little 
interest parents often take in the matter. Besides the 
loss of time and interest the child fails to get a deep 


= 
impression of the value of school. Thus it comes to 
pass as we fear that education is not appreciated for 
itself. Are we not compelled to admit that this genera- 
tion cares less about genuine mental discipline and 
knowledge for its own sake than our fathers did F 

The teachers have done good work and for the 
most part to the satisfaction of the parents. Not one 
but has shown zeal, interest and even devotion to the 
task in hand. Example and precept have in every case 
been for integrity and morality. The latter can hardly 
be overrated in importance. We want a healthy atmos- 
phere for children to develop in and superior models 
ever before them. 

In the division of our work, Nos. 4, 5 and 13 came 
under the immediate supervision of Dr. Jones. He says 
of them that they show a decided. advance made during 
the year. In No. 4 the first teacher labored earnestly 
and secured good order about the school, though per- 
haps she failed to secure the cooperation of the parents 
in all cases. The next one was generally liked and 
gave good satisfaction to all parties. She declined the 
offer of the winter term, but her successor did not find 
the trouble she had anticipated. The large scholars 
proved to have good sense as well as good size and so 
the school was quite admirable in in its appearance. An 
excellent spirit on the part of pupils and teacher as well 
as prompt answers greatly pleased the numerous visitors 
on examination day. 

At Smith Village a more experienced teacher was 
perhaps needed on some accounts. ‘The first two terms 
showed some good work, but lacked in some essential 
particulars. ‘The teacher erred only.through kindness, 
allowing the pupils to forget the proprieties of school- 


ay 
room and play-ground. With further experience we 
doubt not they will be able to correct such mistakes and 
so do good work. ‘The winter term had good attend- 
ance and good order, Quite an interest was awakened 
and good progress made by the school. ) 

At No. 13 teachers were secured, tried beforehand, 
and they worked with usual success. The good numbers. 
of the first term added to the interest and so the fall. 
term suffered by diminution. The No. 1 school is so 
near most of these pupils that we could not conscien- | 
tiously continue the school in winter. . But so great is 
the reluctance of these parents to give up their own . 
school that they almost ignore the advantages of a bet- 
ter one. It cannot fail to be. better for these pupils to 
be in one school, few as they are now. , Only.a part of . 
them attended the very superior school offered them at 
No. 1. It had a good.school all the year, but in winter, | 
as all must have seen, one of remarkable discipline, . 
drill and life. Of course this new departure created a 
little friction and some back action, but good sense pre- 
vailed and parents could but admire promptness and 
decision. A large number attended and enjoyed the 
closing day. 

At No. 7 the number in attendance was very small, 
yet the interest was fair and the teacher’s labors con- | 
stant and faithful. Mr. Shattuck, who had the special 
care of the three schools we are now speaking of, pro-. 
nounces both terms profitable. As one family moved. 
away to No. 8, we had no school here in winter, being 
able, with a little expense to provide for the others else-. 
where. | | | 
At No.8 one teacher presided for the year and with 
marked success. He developed an interest on the part 


25 
of the pupils and parents that they had not had before. 
The enthusiasm was noticeable and seemed contin- 
uous. Each term’s close was witnessed by parents who 
appeared well pleased. We are delighted to be able to 
give this school a fair chance with others in town—a 
capital result of the new law. 

We should have been greatly pleased to continue 
the school in No. 3 (Sawyer) if the number of pupils 
had warranted it. They did well in the summer term 
and made good progress. The teacher gave them a. 
good drill and it was a smart little squad. Could they 
have all come again no change would have been made, 
but removals reduced the number till we dared not risk 
it another term. It will be remembered that High 
Bridge school-room is only.a mile from there. No 
scholars came to it however, though one or two did go 
elsewhere. | 

At High Bridge we have had one ‘teacher anda 
good school all the year. ‘The teacher has a good 
faculty of calling out the better nature of his pupils and 
he is very faithful to them indeed. This school, and 
and that at Bank Village, is made of about equal parts 
of home and foreign population, but they both make a 
good appearance. In this latter both teachers were 
well liked and both labored hard. These schools will 
never lack for numbers according to present indications, 
but most of them are small. 

It remains to say of No.: 2 (Jowders) that it has 
had faithful and continuous service from one teacher all 
the year. Some fault was found outside but those who 
attend seem greatly attached and very loyal to their 
school. Scholars could hardly be more orderly than 
they. Of course they made excellent progress. I fear 
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they must lose their home school erelong if removals 
continue. 

In closing this report we remark that it will be 
noticed that we have spoken of schools rather than 
individual teachers. The reason is obvious if we con- 
sider the system under which we act. The Board now 
hire as well as examine candidates. It is all in their 
hands, so they need not tell all they know to others. 

Also we remark that we still labor under great 
difficulty in locating schools for the scattered pupils. 
You will not know the perplexity till you try it. Bear 
with us then; help us by your counsel, encourage by 
your patience and cheer us by your good temper. 

We have about the same number of scholars in all 
as last year, a little less than 200, and we think they 
are not now diminishing. 

The table of statistics and roll of honor, with the 
treasurer’s statement and its approval, will complete 
this report which is by us
